A PROCLAMATION 11V THE PRESIDENT OF THE 


UNITED STATES OP AMERICA. 


WHEREAS, The President of the United 


States, on the 8th day of December 18G3 
and on the 20th day of Maruh, 18C4, did! 
with the object to suppress existing rebel- 
lion, and to induce all persons to return to 
their loyalty, and to restore the authority 
of the United States, issue a proclamation 
offering amnesty and pardon to certain 
p_ersons who had directly, or by implica- 
tion, participated in said rebellion: and 


WHEREAS, Many persons who have so 


engaged in such rebellion have since tho 
issuance of said amnesty proclamation 
failed or neglected to take tho benefits off- 
ered thereby; and 


AViiEREAs, Many person^ who have been 


justly deprived of all claim to amnesty 
and pardon thereunder, by reason of their 
participation, directly or by implication, 
m said rebellion and continued hostility to 
the Government of the United States, since 
the date of said proclamation, now desire 
to apply for and obtain amnesty and par- 
don ; to the end therefore, that the author- 
ity of the Government of the United States 
may be restored, and that peace, or- 
der and freedom may bo established,

Letter from the Federal Capital

' WASDISOTOS, May 24, 18C5. 


Editors 
Gazette:—The grandest mili- 


tary pugcant of modern times is over. For 
two days the.' veteraus of the armies of 
the East and the "West have been pass- 
ing in matching review before the Presi- 
dent and his^Gabinet, Lieut. Gea. Grant 
and thousands upon thousands of admir- 
ing spectators. Tor six hours each day the 
dense masses of troops, twenty abreast, 
passed along with their torn and tattered 
banners and all the paraphernalia of war. 


Gen. 
Shernum's army in particular repre- 


sented na army 
i>n tho grand march 


through un enemy's territory, and the 
mules led and rode by negroes, packed 
with all sorts of traps, even to chickens 
and raccoons perched on the backs of tho 
mules elicited much laughter. Great strap- 
ping wenches with little imcs in their arms 
wore not wanting ; and the led cow, to 
furnieh fresh milk was there. The army 
iif tbe Potomac had but few contrabands 
in it,-font tLo Western armies were plenti- 
fully supplied with stalwart blacks or- 
ganized as pioneers with the axe an;l the 
-•'hovel as their implements of war. 


Tho officers were in their glory, and the 


favorites could readily be distinguished by 
tho laurel wreathe, garlands and boquets 
of flowers showered upon them and tho 
frequent rounds of cheers with which they 
were saluted. The gallant young Cuatar 
was Hie cynosure of all eyo.«, and his high 
mettled and restive charger was kept 
prancing by tho loud cheers and flying of 
wreaths, till finally taking a sudden start 
he carried his daring rider at full and furi- 
ous speed, minus hat and sword, with 
golden locks flowing by, the President and 
the distinguished reviewers assembled near 
him. 


The soldiers all looked well, but itgeein- 


ed to be the general impression that the 
Army of the Tennessee and Georgia had 
more stalwart, hardy, and robust men in 
their rants than the Army of the Poto- 


mac. 
The 20th Corps attracted a large 


share of attention, for it has gone the 
grand rounds. Two years it fought at 
Chancellorville and subsequently at Get- 
tysburg. It was then transferred to Ten- 
nessee, end under the command of 
tie 


gallant Hooker, won immortal fame at 
Chattanooga, and on many a bloodv field 
during the four months' campaign, result- 
ing in the fall of Atlanta, 
and has 


siiics'inarched from there through to Sa- 
vannah and thence to 'Washington. 


But few regiments of the 150,000 men 


that passed in review contained over 400 


men, 
and there were many reduced to 200 


and less, and the sight of them told of the 
thousands that have died on the field of 
battle, in hospitals, and in rebel prisons, 
und of the gallant officers that have gone 
to their last, and final resting place. Brig. 
Gen. Harrison C. Hohart with his brigade 
brought up the rear. The General is 
proud of his men, and well lie might be, 
for they compare well with any of the 
troops that preceeded him. But all look- 
ed welt and all have done nobly—have 
preserved the unity and liberty of their 
country, aud their great reward will be 
the consciousness that they materially aid- 
ed in transmitting to posterity, not only 
unimparcd, but enhanced and improved, 
the priceless legacy of Liberty and Union 
left us by our Revolutionary sire?. More 
beautiful i,nd lovely days could not have 
been asked for than the 2Sd and 24th have 
been. Heavy thunder aliowcr? on preced- 
ing days have purified the air, the sun 
shone bright, tho air was cool and cloar 
and all nature smiled im the pageant. 


It was greatly to be regretted that Gen. 


Sheridan was ordered to Texas before the 
review. The people were sorely disap- 
pointed in not being able to groot him <m 
this occasion, lie has work yet to do and 
he will do it. Custar's brigade goes to- 
night for tho eiimc^dcstination. The trains 
leaving the city are crowded. The visit- 
ors are very anxious to get away from thia 
city of high prices. As a sample, only 
£50 was asked for the use of one window 
for the two days to see the troops. Scores 
of windows wore unoccupied becauB<jn>f 
the high rates asked for them. Tho re- 
porters are fibbing not a little in stating 
that every window and available spot along 
Pennsylvania Avenue was occupied. I 
went from one end to the other, from the 
Capitol to the White House on both days, 
and found room for many thousands more 
of people and hundreds of eligble windows 
unused—in fact there was no difficulty in 
finding plenty of standing room along the 
edges of the sidewalks most anywhere 
along the route. The reporters' stories 
are much like Washington prices,very ex. 
travagant. 


Apropos of high prices, strawberries ten, 


days ago were selling at only Sl.OO per 
quart. To day, extra fine enes could be 
brought for 12J cents per quart. One 
week hence they will be worth about 5 
cents, for the frequent showers of late be- 
speak a very plentiful supply of that fruit 
this season. 


We are all anxiouo that the soldiers 


ehould get quickly to their homes, for 200,- 
000 soldiers roaming at will, make serious 
forays on our market supplies and materi- 
ally enhance the prices of all eatables 
The hucksters and market men here have 
not heard of the fall of -old this spring. 


President Johnson is moving vigorously 


in the work of restoring the commercial 
relations of the Southern States, as his va- 
rious proclamations and orders indicate. 
But the work of restoring those States to 
their former productive capacity is a great 


one, 
and should immediately enlist the 


capital of the nation. 
A large portion of 


the property holders there arc ruined. 
They are used to guiding and controlling 
ulave labor, and do not know how to han- 
dle and manage frea labor ; neither have 
they the ready means to pay free laborers 
their wages while crops are growing and 
maturing. Unless northern men and cap- 
italists go in and purchase portions of these 
rjfioed eitatec, large tract* of country will 


remain idle and unproductive. 
This 


should not be permitted. A large emigra- 
tion southward should 4ake place at once. 
Let the emigrant aid societies be started, 
and explorers sent ou t at .once.' Let north- 
ern men of small means coinbinuaad found 
settlement* of small farmers on those large 
plantations. There is ample time between 
now and the next cotton planting time, 
February next, to do this. 
Prospect the 


country at will, this summer, and when 
the fall crops of the North are harvested, 
then go South and prepare for the work 
there. 
There is room in the South for all 


that will go, aud two or three million of 
hardy, enterprising and energetic North- 
men scattered over the sunny South, will 
aid the great work of reconstruction nnd 
regeneration very materially. 


The truly loyal men of the South will 


heartily welcome all such emigration and 
they arc looking for it. 
They see what 


has built up the North and want some of 
tho same life andenergy infuscdinto their 
society. Northern men will not have any 
prejudices to overcome in employing the 
negro and making him useful 
It ie also 


desirable to have a large Northern popula- 
tion there to strengthen and protect tho 
loyal men of the South and help them to 
republican^ their State institutions. The 
safety of our country in the future demands 
that largo plantations bo cut up into small 
farms, that the church and the school house 
dot every hillside and valley. Ignorance 
must give way to intelligence, and reason 
and reflection guide whcro passion and 
prejudice before held supreme sway. The 
'• Press," that great aud potent engine of 
civilization, must be found in every hamlet 
and its issues in every house. What a la- 
mentable fact that men like Gov. Aiken 
should come up and say that they never 
saw Mr. Lincoln's first inaugural address, 
and that hud it been read throughout the 
South the rebellion would have been an 
impossibility. 
A free and untrammcled 


press, thoroughly independent and uncon- 
trolled by scheming and designing politi- 
cians, is the great need of the age and safe, 
guard of she Republic. Too many of the 
papers of the country are yet under the 
control of political cliques, interested in 
building up one set of men and pulling 
down others, and are afraid to discuss 
boldly the merits of men and measures. 


The ''irrepressible conflict " is not yet 


ended. Negro suffrage is likely to be the 
topic oi' discussion for months and years 
to oome, in and out of Congress. Those 
negroes who have entered the army have 
certainly some claim to be accorded the 
full rights of freemen, but the subject is 
one exclusively under the jurisdiction of 
the several States, and with which Con- 
gress has nothing to do except in organiz- 
ing new territories. Strong and deep prej- 
udices will have to be dispelled before the 
people of many of the States can be brought 
to extend the elective franchise to the ne- 
gro. The inclination will be to wait and 
see how they comport themselves as free- 
men in other respects before they are made 
voters. The experiment of admitting so 
much ignorance to the ball-it box at once, 
is regarded by wise men as fraught with 
great danger to the country. 
Ignorant 


men are swayed by passion and prejudice, 
and are pliant tools in the hands of dema- 
gogues. But for the ignorance of the great 
masses of the entire South the rebellion 
would never have had an existence. We 
have too much ignorance in the land cow 
among our voting population. The elec- 
tive franchise is tho highest riglit and priv- 
ilege of a freeman, and to exercise it prop- 
erly requires a high degree of intelligence, 
and I think it i* incumbent on nil lovers of 
their country to use all possible cOurt* to 
educate the masses of the people. Europe 
will pour millions of her people into our 
midst in the next 25 years, and our great- 
est dangers in the future will come from 
tho ignorance of the people and the power 
of demagogues over theni'through their 
prejudices and passions. 
The careful 


reader of Roman history cannot fail to dis- 
cern that the Roman Republic fell, partly 
as tho result of making freemen of slaves 
and their becoming tho turbulent tools of 
demagogues and ambitious nspirants for 
more power. 


Would it not be well to limit tho exercise 


of the elective franchise to those who can 
road and write tho English language 
fluently. 
Let there be no distinctions as to 


race or color, but let us unite iu demand- 
ing that by 1S70 or 187G at the farthest, 
no man under 30 or 35 years of age be 
permitted to vote who cannot read and 
write and thus show a certain degree of in- 
telligence. With this qualification there 
can be no harm in negro suffrage. 
With 


this requirement, and a free and thorough- 
ly independent press, our people will soon 
bfcome thoroughly educated as citizens, 
and the perpetuity of the Republic will be 
guaranteed.

Mr. William Strickland, of the book firm 


of Strickland & Co., of thig city, returned 
yesterday from a visit to Mobile, where he 
spent several days, immediately after its 
capture by our forces. Our readers will 
remember that, in the days of the glory of 
the Chivalry, Mr. Strickland was driven 
out of the city by a vigilance committee for 
the crime of selling "Uncle Tom'g Cabin." 
It is a remarkable instance of the changes 
and retributions of time, that Mr. S. driven 
out as he wai by a brutal mob in the in- 
terests of slavery, should be one of the first 
to enter the same city after it had been 
captured by a northern army from the hand 
of rebels, fighting in the interest of thai 
same barbarous and despotic institution. 


They asked him, almost in an abject 


manner, " What arc you going to do with 
us 1" 
They were careful in talking to 


him never to use the word " Yankee," or 
if.-tlnvmgh habit, they did, they immedi- 
ately corrected themselves by using the 
term " Federals," thus showing most con- 
clusively that the old time insolence and 
contempt for the northern people is effect- 
ually wiped out of them. The appearance 
of the city was gloomy indeed; no young 
men were to bo seen anywhere except now 
and then a Confederate soldier; business 
was utterly prostrate, and the only occupa- 
tion i'f the people seemed to be to meet at 
the markets and street corners and talk 
away the day. 
The stores were empty, 


there net beinggoodg enough in the whole 
city to fill one store. The clothes of the 


ople were old rusty and worn almost en- 


tirciy out. The markets are destitute of 
luxuries—only tho coarsest provisions are 
to be had. There was little or. no butter, 
no coffee, no Irish potatoes and but little 
meat. Some were shrewd enough, before 
the capture of tho city, to see that it must 
fall, and so turned all their confederate 
money into such provisions as_ they could 
buy, and BO have enough to live upon for 
some mouths; but with many, there it 
great destitution. 


'The people, with few exceptions, ac- 


knowledge themselves beaten, are sick of 
the war, and willing to submit to the Gov- 
ernment, but they are, or were, in utter 
ignomnce of the course the Government 
would pursue toward them. They knew 
nothing of the course pursued toward the 
people of Savannah, 
and seemed very 


much surprised when they learned that 
the masses would not be disturbed in per- 
son o» property. 


jReal Unionism is something which is 


seldom met with. Mr. S. says that he 
dijd not find more than two among all he 
met, who really rejoiced at the suppres- 
sion of the rebellion and the prospect of 
a speedy restoration of the Federal pow- 
er. The rebel women are far more bitter 
than the men, though they, even, have 
learned some wisdom at last. 


;The prospect for a revival of business ii 


good. 
Mr. S. says that he waa informed 


by meu who knew of what they affirmed, 
that there were nearly a million of bales 
of cotton in Mobile and the three valleys 
tributary to it. 
It has been hid away in 


all manner of places. 
One man had a 


steamer loaded with it at the outbreak of 
the war, and, fearing be might lose it, ran 
it up a bayou, where it baa ever since re- 
mained. 
There are also large quantities 


of rosin hid away in different parta of die 
country. Thia and the cotton the ownera 
are anxious to bring out to market, and 
out it will come so soon as the owners find 
it-will not be confiscated.

soldiers in the utmost fear, they almost 
tremble at the mention of them; and well

tings, in our issue of a day or two since, 
we doubt not was deemed conclusive on 
the points H touched, by all readers. It 
most effectually disposed of the doeumen 
at which it was aimed. 


Tho jVeuu of yesterday, however, nat 


urally dissatisfied with thia complete do 
fence nnd refutation by the Treasurer, as 
sails him in an article of some length. 
The readers of the article in tho A'etcs, 
unless they happen to be of those who are 
determined to believe ill, of the Treasurer, 
will, we think, be rather prepossessed in 
hie favor than against him by the perusal. 
For they will deem it exceedingly strange 
that where so much general imputation is 
indulged in, nothing whatever specific is 
urged or stated. " It is believed," "it is 
stated," " it is known," " it is suspected," 
4c, &c, that a vast variety of offences 
have been committed in and about tho 
Treasurer's office and by the Treasurer, 
ii the burthen of the assault. 


_ With reference to some of those suspi 
cions, they have been investigated by a 
committee of the legislature, and found 
entirely groundless; and with reference 
to all of them, except such as may be con- 
nected with the late legislature, they have 
been passed upon by the people after the 
opposition had full opportunity to present 
them in the worst shape that partisan 
strife could suggest, and the majority for 
the Treasurer was fully up to, if not great- 
er than, that of his colleagues on the 
ticket. \Ve think the people deserve such 
a concession to their honesty and good 
sense, as would authorize the belief that 
an officer at all liable to these imputations 
would not receive their endorsement—and 
that an officer so endorsed is really inno- 
cent.
